Using  a  membership  drive  proceee  The  Junior  League  of  Winston- 
Salem  has  spent  the  last  two  years  working  toward  a  qoa\  centered 
community  focus  area.  The  1995-96  Placement  and  Development 
committee  lead  the  membership  in  brainstorming  sessions  and 
interviewed  many  community  leaders.  We  believe  the  result  is  a  focus 
area  where  the  League  can  have  a  greater  community  impact  with 
measurable  results.  The  final  product  was  16  new  volunteer  placement 
opportunities,  that  reflect  our  focus  area,  and  collaborate  with  over  20 
community  organizations. 

Focus    ON    READ   TO  ME 

The  Junior  League  of  Winston-Salem  will  concentrate  its  efforts 
toward  the  Introduction  and  Implementation  of  our  new  focus  area, 
READ  TO  ME. 

READ  TO  ME  is  a  parental  influencing  program  using  the  values- 
based  MOTHEREAD®  curriculum  to  encourage  parents  and  caregivers  to 
read  to  their  children  every  day.  Trained  Junior  League  volunteers  will 
teach  Forsyth  County  parents/caregivers  how  reading  aloud  for  15 
minutes  each  day  can  help  explore  the  principles  and  values  of  life. 

We  believe  every  parent  and  careq^wer  has  the  responsibility  to  read 
aloud  dally  to  a  child.  And  more  than  400  active  Junior  League 
members  believe  we  can  make  a  difference  in  the  lives  of  both 
parents/caregivers  and  children  in  our  community.  During  1995-96 
volunteer  placement  opportunities  were  developed  at  a  variety  of 
Forsyth  County  locations.  These  programs  will  be  carried  out  by  League 
volunteers  during  1996-97:

•  to  educate  100  community  leaders  on  the  value  of  reading 
aloud  to  children. 

•  to  expose  at  least  1,000  children  to  the  experience  of  being 
read  to  aloud.
